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School Committee declines 
school choice participation

WILMINGTON — On March 
27, the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee voted unanimously not 
to participate in the statewide 
school choice program for the 
coming school year, citing con- 
cerns about adequate space 
and resources. 

‘As I’ve come to learn, we 
don’t have a lot of space. Real- 


ly, we don’t,” said Superinten- 
dent Glenn Brand, who made 
the recommendation. 

Brand noted, however, that 
there is a 68 percent retention 
rate between grades eight and 
nine in the district. He noted 
that, if this number remains 
low, there could be spots in the 
high school for external stu- 


. dents in future years. 


Committee Vice Chair Jen- 
nifer Bryson agreed with the 


recommendation for this year, 
with the stipulation that the 
discussion remain open in fu- 
ture years regarding spaces in 
the high school. 

“Moving forward, I think if 
we were to see the same reten- 
tion and for us not to open our 
doors to others... I think that’s 
something we should definite- 
ly talk about as a committee,”

WILMINGTON — On Sat- 
urday, April 6, 2019 at ap- 
proximately 7:30 in the eve- 
ning, a pedestrian was 
struck by a commuter rail 
train in Wilmington near 
the Butters Row Bridge. 

According to a statement 
issued by the MBTA Transit 
Police, multiple Transit Po- 
lice units responded to the 
incident along with mem- 
bers of the Wilmington Fire 
Department and EMS. 

The TPD reported that the 
male pedestrian. was tres- 
passing on the right of way 
in the vicinity of 790 Main 
St., Wilmington, and was 
struck by an inbound train 
on the Lowell line. The 
male, whos name and age 
has not yet been released, 
was pronounced deceased 
on the scene as a result of 
injuries sustained. 

There were no passengers 
on board at the time of the 
incident, and it is unclear 
how long train service was 
disrupted. 

Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment personnel stated that 
all further investigation of 
this incident would be han- 
dled by the MBTA Transit 
Police. 

The Transit Police detec- 
tives and the Middlesex 
County District Attorney’s 
office is still investigating 
the facts surrounding the 
incident, and have not re- 
leased any new information. 
However, foul play is not 
suspected.

BOSTON — In the first com- 
mittee hearing of the year, the 
Joint Committee on Environ- 
ment, Natural Resources and 
Agriculture got off to a fast 
start for matters relative to 
the greater Merrimack Val- 
ley’s environmental health, in 
particular Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington. Two such bills rela- 
tive to the variable pollution 
levels of the Merrimack River, 
an ongoing issue for the Town 
of Tewksbury, were at the 
forefront of the hearing. Each 
bill addresses an aspect of 


public health in a compliment- 
ing fashion. 
-The first, filed by Sen. 


DiZoglio, (S. 457) would create 
a commission to review the 
health of the Merrimack Riv- 
er and recommend ways to ad- 
dress problems, including the 
discharge of sewage during 
loss of power at septic treat- 
ment plants or more powerful 
rain storms. The commission 
would include state and local 
officials, as well as such river 
advocates as the Merrimack 
River Watershed Council, and 
charge the advocates for ex- 
amining pollution, runoff con- 


tainment, and more. The com- 
mission would be required to 
produce a report within one 
year of its establishment. 

“If all goes well with this bill, 
I would love to see the com- 
mission not only look to ad- 
dress Massachusetts commu- 
nities with recommendations 
and plans to improve the 
health of the Merrimack Riv- 
er, but we would also look to 
communicate with our neigh- 
bors further up-stream, in 
New Hampshire who also have 
a large impact on the River’s 
health. The Merrimack River 
is taking a beating with sew- 
age discharge and other pollu- 
tion, which means that towns 
like Tewksbury spend even 
more money clearing and 
cleaning the water to be safe 
to drink. A study would identi- 
fy the priorities and offer solu- 
tions.” 

The second bill, (S. 458) also 
filed by Sen. DiZoglio, and co- 
sponsored by Rep. David Rob- 
ertson calls for the creation of 
a color-coded flagging system 
along the Merrimack River. 
The state will create the flag 
system based on the level of 


combined sewer overflow 
(CSO) pollution in the river. 
The flag that reflects the cur- 
rent warning level will be 
flown at well-used public 
access points, such as boat 
ramps. The state will also cre- 
ate a mobile notification sys- 
tem to which people can sub- 
scribe to find out what flag is 
being flown. 

“It’s important to keep in 
mind that this flagging system 
would only be an improve- 
ment to the current situation 
and not a solution to the over- 
all problem of the Merrimack 
River being overburdened by 
its watershed community. 
This is an issue of significant 
concern for those of us who 
boat, paddle, fish and swim in 
the Merrimack, and for the 
more than 600,000 people who 
get their drinking water from 
the river,” Rep. Robertson 
added. 

In addition to the aforemen- 
tioned hearing, just this past 
Tuesday the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
announced that the Olin su- 
perfund site was placed on the 
Agency’s Administrator’s Em- 


phasis List of 15 sites te be 
targeted for “immedidate,. in- 
tense action,” according to the 
EPA’s definitions of this list. 
Upon hearing this news; easel

Politicians loved campaigning at the dump

O hide gener in Wilmington 

ee the name “Maple 

Meadow Landfill” and scratch 
their heads. Where is that? 

That’s the upgraded name 
for the old dump at Spinazo- 
la’s, down near the Woburn 
line. For most of the mid-20th 
century, Wilmington had a 
town dump, at one location or 
another. 

Years ago, people would take 
care. of their own trash. Food 
scraps were composted or bur- 
ied, paper was burned, newspa- 
per was recycled in paper 
drives, and “clunk” was often 
dumped in the back corner of 
the property. I remember find- 
ing the remains of rusted cans 
in fhe. woods. In the 1970s, 


- Someone came to the door 
~ wanting to look for bottles in 
' the-corner of the stone walls. 


Unfertunately, stones had fall- 
en off*the walls and all the bot- 
tles ‘were broken. 

Insthe 1950s, we would keep a 
barrel under the back porch 
for “cans and bottles. Every 
month-or two, we’d load it up 


_ and'take it to the dump, which 


was" located on Salem Street 
near the North Reading line. 
Theré was a turnout above the 
gravel<pit, and people would 
durffp*their trash over the 
edgePhe biggest concern was 
thatif «vould often catch fire. 
When. that dump closed, the 
Canalas farm at the end of 
MeDonald Road became the 


Site ‘of the town dump. Ventura 


Canalas established separate 
routes,.one for garbage, one for 
trash, The farm was in an area 
near the Wilmington - Tewks- 
bury .line. At the same time, 
Paul “Godzyk started a trash 
collection route. He would come 
around in a 1937 Ford dump 
trucks with built-up sides. His 
helperwould be in the back of 
the truck, and Paul would pass 
the barrels into the back of the 
trugk Where his helper would 
them, all the while 
Ss ng on an increasing load 
of trash. The trash was mostly 
a & and paper, as garbage

was still being collected on a 
separate route. 

It was common practice for 
pig farmers to establish gar- 
bage routes. Their crews would 
go door-to-door, collecting food 
waste, which would be cooked 
and fed to the pigs. There were 
several pig farms in the area 
that had garbage collection 
routes, usually under contract 
to various towns. Canalas had 
both types of collection routes. 

For several years, Wilming- 
ton contracted with Mastroma- 
rino Bros. of Winchester. Most 
homes would have a garbage 
pail in the back yard, often an 
underground unit. Youngsters 
were assigned the unpleasant 
chore of occasionally scrub- 
bing out the pail. 

The closure of the Canalas 
dump saw the opening of a new 
dump off Old Main Street, near 
the Woburn city line. It was 
owned by a Woburn resident, 
Clarence Spinazola, otherwise 
known as “Clem.” He operated 
the dump under contract to the 
town. By the time the dump 
closed in 1976, the town was 
paying him $50,000 a year. 

Wilmington residents were 
allowed to dump their refuse, 
but there was a strict identifi- 
cation check to stop nonresi- 
dents from dumping. In 1971, 
the town posted a police officer 
at the dump to check address- 
es, and on weekends there 
would be long lines of people 
wanting to access the dump. 

Local pols always viewed the 
dump as a wonderful place to 
meet voters. It became a spring- 
time ritual. 

This writer witnessed an ex- 
change between Spinazola and 
a young man from North Wil- 
mington. The young man had 
cleaned out the loft of his fa- 
ther’s garage, and the debris 
included a large batch of old 
invoices, which had a Boston 
address. The invoices had 
been stored in North Wilming- 
ton for many years. 

Clem came over to inspect 
the material being dumped. 
Once he saw the Boston ad- 
dress on the papers, he ac-

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cused the young man of bring- 
ing in trash from Boston to 
dump in Wilmington. They al- 
most came to blows. 

The Spinazola property was 
once a pig farm, the Blue Hog 
Piggery, run by George Griffths. 
Classified ads in the Boston pa- 
pers a century ago boasted of 
Blue Hog being the nation’s lar- 
gest piggery. 

In the 1960s and 70s, Spina- 
zola would rent part of the 
barn to a pig farmer. He also 
rented space to Reuben “Ruby” 
Frankel, who had a business 
recycling wooden boxes for 
fruit and produce. He would 
visit supermarkets and collect 
the boxes, and then store them 
in the barn at Spinazola’s. 
Then just before harvest time, 
he would sell them to farmers 
in the area. 

Eventually, the barn and all 
the boxes burned. “Ruby” later 
went into the antiques business 
and was a member of the 
Friendship Lodge of Masons. 
He was a wiry, small man with 
a very large spirit, and he over- 
came many setbacks in life. 

In the early 1970s, the town 
began looking at alternative 
sites for the dump. The primary 
concern at the time was cost. 
The selectmen voted in 1972 to 
develop an old gravel pit near 
the dump as the new dump. It 
became known as “Site One.” 
There were other proposals. 
Jim Miceli favored a site north 
of Route 125, but it was nixed by 
the water commissioners. 

The dump question lay silent 
until 1976. In 1975, following a 
major fire at the Middleton 
dump, the Mass. Dept. of Envi- 
ronmental Quality Engineering 
(DEQE) began examining 
dumps. Although Wilmington’s 
dump was termed a “sanitary 
landfill,” it was deemed not up 
to state standards. The town 
came under considerable pres- 
sure to close the dump. Spina- 
zola and town officials met 
with the assistant attorney gen- 
eral, representing the DEQE. 
Eventually Spinazola signed an 
agreement to close down the 
dump.

Meanwhile, the town meeting 
of March 1976 was in a dither 
about the dump. On March 13, 
the voters nixed Site One, and 
the meeting adjourned with no 
solution. When the meeting 
resumed a week later, discus- 
sion went on for nearly eight 
hours on the dump question. 
Eventually, the town voted to 
appropriate -$130,000 for a 
transfer station. 

In late April, Town Manager 
Sterling Morris asked for bids 
for contractors to collect and 
dispose of rubbish. There were 
13 bidders, and the contract 
was awarded to Browning-Fer- 
ris Industries (BF). 

But the controversy was not 
finished. On June 10, a suit 
was filed against the select- 
men, the town manager and 
“Brown and Ferris” (sic) at- 
tempting to block the trucking 
of rubbish out of town. The 
suit was dismissed. 

On June 21, BFI began oper- 
ations. Paul Godzyk stopped 
his residential service. BF1 ini- 
tially was hauling to the Rocco 
dump in Tewksbury. That led 
to some negotiations between 
the Tewksbury and Wilmington 
selectmen, since that town 
considered it illegal for out-of- 
town rubbish to be brought to 
the Rocco dump. 

One disgruntled resident at- 
tempted to stuff a bag of trash 
in a window. The bag was found 
outside the back door of town 
hall. 

A petition was sent to the town 
manager with 800 signatures, 
but the town manager was not 
the one who could call a special 
town meeting. Another petition 
was sent, this time to the town 
clerk, and on July 29, a special 
town meeting was held. Kevin 
Berrigan offered a motion to 
void the contract with BFI. 
That motion lost, 86 to 52. 

Paul Godzyk then offered a 
motion to have the town issue 
a dump permit to Spinazola. 
The moderator ruled that mo- 
tion out of order. 

No other action was taken. 
The town dump was a dead 
duck.

In the last debate of the night, 
the six candidates for the two 
three-year seats open this year 
on the Board of Selectmen 
faced off. These were Suzanne 
Sullivan, Greg Bendel, Kevin 
Caira, Robert Fasulo, Mark 
Maselli, and Dan Murphy. 
Several candidates used their 
opening statements to reveal 
how they have seen the recent 
Board of Selectmen decisions 
not being for the good of the 
town, and the two incumbents 
stood by the work that they’ve 
done so far on the board. 

While Caira and Bendel dis- 
agreed to claims from both 
Fasulo and Sullivan’s opening 
references to “conflicts of in- 
terest” and “back room deals,” 
Sullivan pointed out how their 
differing opinions speak vol- 
umes to the concern that the 
residents are not currently 
being heard. The pair went on 
to suggest that more commit- 
tees in town should be voted in 
instead of receiving appoint- 
ment from the selectmen. 
These were both places where 
the rest of the candidates 
either did not agree or did not 
comment. 

Five out of the six candidates 
next agreed that the town does 
need a detox facility but not at 
362 Middlesex Ave., where Ma- 
selli suggested giving the abut- 
ters something or working out 
a deal for a new substation in 
its place. Fasulo included a 
plan that he had earlier sug- 
gested to the board to avoid 
the lawsuit based on discrimi- 
natory comments which the 
board did not follow. Murphy 
passed this and almost every 
question. 

On the topic of the economic 
development committee, Sulli- 
van agreed with Bendel’s opin- 
ion that the board member on 


the committee can serve as 
their representative. Fasulo 
suggested that it should 
include more of the residents 
and Maselli insisted that no 
member of the board should 
serve on this committee. Ma- 
selli also stood out as he 
detailed his son’s struggle with 
leukemia caused by a chemical 
spreading on the Olin site and 
that there should not be any 
development there again. The 
rest of the candidates, except 
Murphy, agreed that the site 
should be completely cleaned 
up before a plan to develop- 
ment begins. 

More debating occurred 
around the topic of the free 
cash account, which Caira 
explained is being built up in 
case of economic downturn 
and Bendel said is ready for 
being used on a number of pro- 
posed projects. Murphy would 
like to see some of it used on a 
Boys and Girls Club and Fa- 
sulo and Sullivan on capping 
resident taxes for a year. 

The five candidates who an- 
swered the question about 
what new facilities are needed 
expressed support for the new 
substation and elementary 
schools, while some disagreed 
about a new town hall and sen- 
ior center. 

Towards the end of the de- 
bate, Fasulo and Sullivan 
warned residents that a 40B 
project is unavoidable while 
Caira and Bendel stated that 
in 2020 we’ll need 60 or 70 units 
to remain above the 10 percent 
necessary. Finally, Bendel 
stood out against his competi- 
tors in his consideration for 
changing rezoning votes to a 
majority instead of the current 
two-thirds vote while the rest 
disagreed or declined to com- 
ment. They each used their 
closing statements to ask the 
town for support in the election 
on April 27.

‘WILMINGTON - I believe I 
was seven years old at the 
time. I always remember 
this day. It was my first 
Little League game. It was 
held at _ the North 
Intermediate School in 
Wilmington. Ican remem- 
ber looking out towards the 
pitcher's mound and seeing 
a red-haired, freckled right- 
hander, who seemed to be 
throwing rockets past every 
little kid who dared to step 
up to the plate against him. 
I was scared and nervous as 
I was awaiting my turn. It 
came. I stepped into the left 
side of home plate, dug in 
for my first official little

fouled off a couple of pitches 
before striking out.

He laughed and was puz- 
zled because it was him who 
spent the time in the back- 
yard teaching me how to hit, 
but right-handed! 

While he spent hours and 
hours teaching me how to 
hit right-handed (by the 
way, I stayed left-handed) it 
was my father who brought 
me to the Janas Rink in 


and triple knots or until I 
couldn't feel my toes. 

It was my father, and of 
course my mother as well, 
who made sure that their 
four children were given 
every opportunity possible 
to play football, soccer, bas- 
ketball, hockey, baseball, 
softball and track-and-field. 
Everything, absolutely 
everything, was and still is 
for me and my three sib- 
lings, Tommy, Erik and 
Nancy. 

As I got older and out of 
youth sports, I played for the 
Wilmington High School 
hockey team as well as for 
the subvarsity baseball 
teams: I wasn't a very good 
athlete - my three siblings 
had my Dad's genes in ath- 
letics - but my father was 
there when I got a bloop sin- 


gle against Tewksbury to 
send the baseball game into 
extra innings. 

He was also there during 
the final regular season 
hockey game during my 
sophomore year. We had to 
beat Tewksbury to get into 
the state tournament. 
Normally I opened the gate 
for the starting players, but 
that day I played two shifts. 


We ended up beating the 


Redmen. It’s a game and a 
day I'll never forget. 

Eight months after I grad- 
uated from WHS, I became a 
sportswriter. My _ first 
assignment here at the Town 
Crier was to cover the 
Wilmington-Tewksbury High 
School Girls Softball game. 
Although my Dad was really 
there to watch Nancy make 
Hall of Fame plays from sec- 
ond base, it makes for a bet- 
ter column to say that he 
was there to watch me push 
my pen. 

Well, we can go with that, 
right? 

My career as a sports- 
writer is now in its 26th year. 
Throughout all of that time, 
my father and I had count- 
less conversations about the 
local teams. He attended 
many games with me. He 
really enjoyed watching 
Wilmington teams compete 
with the best of them, espe- 
cially when Jim McCune 
was the head coach of the 
boys basketball team. 

My father also attended a 
handful. of ice hockey and 
football games, but his true 
love was always basketball. 

During his days as an ath- 
lete at WHS, he served as a 
captain of the basketball 
team. In fact, in the January 
20th, 1966 edition of the 
Town Crier, my Dad was 
named the WHS Boosters 
Athletic Association's 
Athlete of the Week after he 
scored 29 and 27 points in 
back-to-back games against 
Chelmsford and North 
Andover, the top two teams 
in the conference. At that 
point of the season, he led 
the entire league in scoring 
despite the team finishing 
the season with just a hand- 
ful of wins. 

While sports have always 
been a big part of my fami- 
ly's lives and a big part of 
my relationship with my 
father, it wasn't all of it. Just 
like he taught me how to bat 
right-handed, my father 
taught me so many life- 
lessons -- about hard work, 
dedication, loyalty and most 
of all sacrifice. 

On Sunday night, my 
father, Tom Pote, passed 
away at the age of 71. 

While I now know that my 
father can no longer tie my 
tie, can no longer talk to me 
about one of my stories that 
I wrote, or he can no longer 
hug and kiss my daughters, I 
do know that he will contin- 
ue to do what he's done all 
of my life: teach me how to 
be a wonderful father, just 
like he was to me. 

Rest in Peace, Dad. 

Thank You for everything. 

I love you.

Founder and_ former 


President of the SSRC_ Jill 
Chisholm, 47, will traverse 
the arduous Boston 
Marathon course for the 
fourth time on April 15th.
